Furthermore, the Polish authorities secretly ordered all Germans 
residing in Poland who desire to be sent to East Germany to caapiete a form on 
which they were to indicate the names of the membersoftheirfamUies^ t.^ 
and send these forms to the provincial offices (urzad wojewodaki).

The Germans in the 
province of Koszalin were, therefore, n set free u from their employment and they 
used^this opportunity to ask for repatriation. In the provinoe of Olsztyn, on 
the, other hand, where the Soviets are arriving, the Germans do not want to be 
employed in Soviet enterprises so they are making an all-out effort to be sent 
to Germany.
